NORTH KOREA REPORTS ON SOUTH KOREA'S ANTIGOVERNMENT STRUGGLE 
Demonstrations in Kwangju 
§K210332 Pyongyang Domestic Service in Korean 0120 GMT 21 May 80 


[Text] According to foreign news reports from Kwangju, South Cholla Pro- 
vince, about 30,000 people in Kwangju continued violent antigovernment 
demonstrations for the third day from 9 pm on disregarding the curfew. 
The demonstrators burned several cedans and buses on the streets which 
they snatched from the puppet police. The demonstrators surrounded the 
puppet provincial police bureau and violently attacked it. One policeman 
is said to have screamed over the phone that the supply of tear gas gre- 
nades had run out because they had fired them all, even though the pro- 
vincial police bureau was surrounded, 


Some of the demonstrators fought by arming themselves with metal bars, 
kitchen knives, hammers and broken bottles. Students and housewives and 
other citizens snatched buses and taxis and rushed through the barricades 
set up by the policemen. Even though the puppet mobile police force and 
puppet army frantically tried to disperse the demonstrators by firing tear 
gas grenades, the demonstrators fought bravely, showering the oppressors 
with stones. 


Because of the attack by the demonstrators, two TV broadcasting stations 
and a radio station in Kwangju City stopped broadcasting. 





On Control by Violence

In South Korea, today, the workers, peasants, students, intellectuals, 
religious men and all the opposition parties and opposition democratic 
forces demand democracy in chorus. Even those who once ganged with the 
"Yusin" fascist force are now coming out againet the "Yusin system,"

‘Text] Pyongyang May 21 (KCNA)--We will always remain firm on the (?side) 
of the South Korean people fighting for democarcy and actively support 
their righteous struggle. 


So said the joint statement issued by the Workers’ Party of Korea and other 
political parties and public organisations in connection with the proclama- 
tion of the “emergency martial law" all over South Korea. 


The statement expressed the belief that the South Korean people will come 
out more determinedly in the struggle to sweep away the military fascist 
elements bent on maintaining the "Yusin system" and achieve democracy and 
peaceful reunification.

[Text] Pyongyang May 23 (KCNA)--The number of Kwangju citizens participating 
in the rioting swelled to 300,000 on May 21, according to « report. 


A group of rioters reportedly seized large quantities of dynamites from 
the Hwaeun mining company and blasted it. 


100,000 rioters gathered at the equare in front of the South Cholle provin- 
cial “government office” in Kwangju on May 22, too. 


As of May 22, all the “officials” and police withdrew from the South Cholle 
provincial “government office," provincial police bureau and all other 
police organs and thus administration is in totel paralysis in the Kwangju 
area. 


The Kwangju citizens expressed vehement indignation at the “talk of the 
martial law commander" published early thie morning. Their epirite are 


surging skyhigh. 


All papers reading “Release Kim Tae-chung" were pasted up here and there 
in the city. 


Demonstrators were driving along the streets vehicles, gas care and other 
police equipment they captured. 


The whole city of Kwangju bears a close resemblance to the site of fierce 
battle. 


The demonstration spread from Kwangju to Mokpo, Naju, Tamyang and other 
neighbouring areas from May 21. 








Kwangju demonetratore carrying rifles arrived in Mokpo on May 21 by 4 
large buses and, together with eitisens there, held an anti-"government” 
demonstration, ite participants numbered ever 30,000, They attacked 
pollee subsetetions and captured rifles, driving buses, trucks and taxi 
cabe. 


Ae of 6 p.m, May 22, the entire high school students reportedly joined in 
the demonstration there, 


in Temyeng demonetratore riding in three trucks a. tacked @ police etatiovn 
and destroyed police boxes and returned to Kwangju.

PROFESSORS' VIEWS ON KOREAN PENINSULA NOTED

[Text] Seoul, 10 May OP-KYODO-~A group of Korean college professors have 
recommended the government to seek a Locarno style non-aggression pact 
involving South and North Korea, and the four major regional powers-- 
Japan, China, the Soviet Union and the United States-—-in an effort to 
settle the peace on the Korean peninsula. 


The professors, commissioned to evaluate government policies, also said 
that the four major powers should first open reciprocal trade with the 
two sides of Korea, and then mutually recognize both Seoul and Pyongyang, 
producing an international atmosphere conducive to the peaceful reunifica- 
tion of Korea. 


In a report released Saturday, the scholars recommended the government 
create an overseas economic cooperation fund to provide economic 
assistance to non-aligned countries and thus improve bilateral relations 
with thea. 


Concerning Korea's participation in this summer's Moscow Olympics, the 
professors said that, “Although it is desirable in a non-political con- 
text to send a delegation to the Olympics, the question should be weighed 
in favor of supporting our absolute ally, the United States." 


The professors were thus inclined to boycott the Olympics, adding, however, 
that “the government should clarify its domestic reasons to justify a 
boycott, so as not to incur repercussions from communist bloc or non- 
aligned countries." 


They also said that it is dangerous for some people to be treating the 
matter of national security lightly since the October assassination of 
President Park Chung Hee, and they proposed that the government set up a 
new security body to deal with the problems of security, diplomacy and 
unification.

[Editorial: “Beonomic Crisis and Political Development") 


(Summary) Economy rune ceaselessly. Amid the heated political debates and 
tuge-of-war over constitutional revision and the timetable for transfer of 


power, our economy, however, is plunging into ite worst shape, with runaway 
inflation, bueinese depression, and enowballing trade deficite. 


The nation's economic physique, formed by artificial faleificrtions utterly 
ignoring the economic logics in the past, has turned very weak. To make it 
worse, an epidemic called stagflation is now penetrating deeply to ite bone. 


If the nation's economy is managed healthily, however turbulent the politi- 
cal situation may be, we can be relieved of worry. Only with the blessing 
of a healthy economy can democratization and political development be real- 
ized in a sound and healthy way. 


In thie respect, the pivotal task ahead of those now in power should be to 
maintain a etable economy. They must do their utmost to arrest inflation, 
secure stable employment, and reduce the growing deficits in the balance of 
paymente to the minimum possible level. 


Politicians must be able to present their statecraft and plans to face the 
current economic crisis. Thies is no less important than their political 
competition aimed chiefly at getting to power. They can hardly win the 
popular support without such policy plans designed to help the people out 

of the economic difficulty and to lead to the propserous nation in the future. 


Politics cannot be the end. The masses attach importance to their stable 
living most of all. If democratization and political development should 
run againet the immediate economic interests of the people, they will come 
to have skepticiem. Today, those who are pushing ahead with political de- 
velopment seem only engrossed in politics for the sake of politics. 








The same goes for those in power now and for others who are now eagerly 
running to take over power. Even those who assert their coming to power ae 
fait accompli utterly ignore the present economic chaos, stagnancy and un- 
certain popular living. Those in power, on the other hand, seem bent on 
gloesing over the economic reality, taking advantage of such a climate. 


The “absence of politics” in the economic reality today ie truly deplorable. 
According to the stark economic logic, ceafusion and retrogreassion in our 
economy are not abetted more and more. Foreign debte are mounting to a 
staggering eum. 


According to the recent announcement by the Bank of Korea, the ational eco- 
nomy registered a minus 1.7 percent growth during the firet quarter of thie 
year. Thie ie the first negative growth rate ever marked in 16 yeare. 


This meane that so much the income opportunity of the general public has been 
reduced, mounting hardehipe in their living. In addition, inflation is now 
running fast at a pace of 40-odd percent. 


As 4 stop-gap measure, foreign debts have grown rapidly. So much the inter- 
nal economic difficulties and uncertainties have spread out to our foreign 
trade. If things go this way, it is feared that the nation may hardly 
escape a catastrophic insolvency in the near future. The nation has to bor- 
row some §7 billion to $8 billion from abroad a year, just to manage the 
economy now. 


The worsening uncertainties in our trade are the paramount task to be tackled 
by tomorrow's “politics,” and not by today's. The catastrophe resulting 
from them cannot but be the one a party coming to power will face tomorrow. 


The growing chances for democratization and political development must not 


be frustrated by any economic reason. Such a misfortune must be prevented 
by all means.

UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES--Thie year's unemployment rate is feared to rise to 
7.2 percent while the number of jobless people is likely to increase to 

one million thie year. Due to the tight money policy and protected busi- 
nese stagnation, officials at the Economic Planning Board said the number 
of unemployed persons was projected to rise to the one million level this 
year. As of March 31 this year's unemployment rate had risen to 5.6 per- 
cent to increase the jobless to 780,000, according to provisional estimates. 
The officials said the government would continue the tight money policy in 
pushing ahead a set of economic stabilization programs despite the growing 
unemployment rate. However, they added that public investment projects 
would be expanded to give more jobs in public works this year. They further 
said that this year credit to the private sector would not exceed the 
3,600 billion won level. In providing credit, they explained, the govern- 
ment would see to it that credit for operational funds will be curbed as 
far as possible while credit for investment in facilities would be provided 
to create employment.

OVERSEAS CONTRACTS--Due to the unfavorable conditions of credit export 
support loans, Korean industries are losing contracts to export plants. 
During last year, contracts equivalent to $500 million on 15 occasions were 
lost to Japan, Taiwan and Singapore, it was learned yesterday. According 
to the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, the present financing conditions 
for credit exports are unfavorable as compared with the three foreign coun- 
tries. Korea's lending rate is no more than 80 percent of the total 
required fund, and the interest rate is also the highest with 10.4 percent 
on average per annum as compared with 6.5 percent in Japan and 8.25 per- 
cent in Singapore. As the loan period is 10 years, Korea is in an unfavora- 
ble position in international bidding as compared with these three countries.

Set Forth ae the Primary Responsibility 


The party cell is the militent unit which directly carries out party policy 
among the masses. 


The compressor repair team in the compounding plant always set up as ite 
foremost responsibility the unconditional and thorough implementation of the 
great leader's instructions and their embodiment, party policy, and put this 
into practice themselves. During these days the party cell sincerely recognized 
that in order to implement unconditionally and thoroughly the great leader's 
instructions and their embodiment, party policy, without the slightest deviation, 
it ie important that all the party members treat the decisions of party 
organizations with respect, increase their alacrity in carrying them out 

without bargaining and perform political organizational work with vigor. 

This occurred in the fall 2 years ago. 


The great leader conducted an on-the-spot visitation of South Hamgyong Province, 
inspected the entire operations of the Hungnam Fertilizer Complex and gave 
instructions to the effect that although the compressors in the compounding 
plant were worn out it would be possible to increase production further if 

they were overhauled. 


The compounding plant compressor repair team upheld the great leader's 
instructions and performed concentrated maintenance on the over-size compressor 
and three large scale compressors. Considering settling the matter which the 
great leader wanted and cared about to be their ultimate honor and sacred duty, 
the party members resolved in their party cell meeting to please the leader

Several party members and workers lost confidence 
thinking that “it would be difficult to complete the concentrated maintenance 
in 10 days." 


The work team chief lost confidence as well and was considering postponing 
maintenance of the over-size compressor until the very last and switching 
the maintenance manpower over to maintenance of the other compressors. 

















The party cell secretary, Comrade Yi P'il-sang, could not think lightly of 
the work team chief's intention of violating the decision of the party cell 
general session and postponing till last the maintenance of the over-size 
compressor without discussion with the organization, 


The unified intentions and pure and unadulterated sense of loyalty of the party 
members to solve thie problem which the great leader had desired and wanted 

ae quickly ae possible and make the leader happy were contained in the decision 
of the party cell general session to complete the compressor concentrated 
maintenance in 10 days. 


Accordingly, it can be said that all the party members without exception took 
the firm position of holding the decision of the party cell general session 
in high regard, striving to carry it out completely and in so doing, thereby 
thoroughly implementing party policy unconditionally. 


The party cell must heighten their requirements and set a deadline to abide 
by the decision of the party cell general session and complete the maintenance 
of the over-size compressor within 10 days no matter what." 


Thinking this, the party cell secretary sat down beside the work team chief. 


"Comrade work team chief, why don't you think that if the decision of the 
party cell general session is violated there will be a serious flaw in implement ing 
party policy?” 





Lpon hearing what the party cell secretary said, the work team chief realized 


The cell secretary was the person who had been waiting in the recreation room 
for him when he had come down after receiving the orders himself from the 
enterprise, had discussed the method of accomplishing the proposed tasks and 
emphasized at the party cell general session that we had to carry out the 
decisions of the party organization and the work assignments without except ion 
in order to please the great leader who had placed his trust in us. 


The work team chief renewed his resolve to recapture the concept of thorough 
organization which he had held as a party member before becoming work team 
chief and then reoreanized the overations of the team. The party cell placed 
this item on the agenda for discussion at the conference of party members in 
order to awaken the consciousness of not only the work team chief but aleo all 
the party members. 


Through this process, all the party members in the cell recognized more clearly 
that carrying out the decisions of the party cell general session without 
exception was the way to implement the great leader's instructions uncon- 
ditionally and they rose up to do so. 











The party cell grasped the decisions of the party general session and 
proceeded to more positively arouse the party members and more actively 
expedite the administrative and economic work and the work of the work team 
chief.

crank shaft in the shortest period of time. Ultimately, they draw up prelimi- 
nary plans to the effect that if the crank shaft was not pulled all the way 
out but instead if the place where the crack was merely dug out and welded and 
then assembled as ig, then the maintenance time would be considerably lessened. 
Then the party cell secretary and deputy secretary ran into the crank shaft 
room to find a breakthrough. 


The party cell secretary held the chisel at the spot where the crack was and 
the deputy secretary, Comrade Kim Ch'ang-kil, hit it hard with a hammer. 


The work team chief went in behind them, picked up a hand grinder and ground 
down the indentation. 


Sparks flew on their chests and faces and the narrow crank shaft room 
quickly heated up but they refused to stop even for an instant. 


Seeing such steadfast will power and strong resolve to carry out the decision 
of the party general session without reserve written on the faces of the party 
cell secretary and work team chief who had placed themselves in the hardest 
and most arduous place and found a breakthrough, the party members pitched in 
eagerly and manned the positions entrusted to them. 
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When the bulky crank ehaft was hung for welding and bent inward, the party 
cell actively organized the work of setting the technicians in motion at 
the site to take a proper hold of this, pressed forward with powerful economic 
agitation right at the crucial moment of completing the simltaneous assembly 
of the over-size compressor and the three large scale compressors and 

thereby completed the assembly in a single day. 


Consequently, the party members of the compressor repair team party cell 
were able to put their hands to the work and successfully complete the 
concentrated maintenance of the compressors in 10 days as they had decided 
and thereby tender their report of loyalty to the great leader. 


When he gave his on-the-spot guidance at Hamhung City in June of last year, 
the great leader was pleased that fertilizer production had increased in the 
Hungnam Fertilizer Complex and particularly that the compressors at the com- 
pounding plant were well overhauled and their capacity was greatly increased 
and he sent his thanks to the party organization and working class at the 
Comp lex . 


One Person Selects Another 


Working with people is a fundamental element of party work. Our party will 
grow more powerful and will be able to continue to implement party policy 

to the hilt when the party cell, the ground-floor organization of our party 
which has sunk its roots deep within the masses, properly performs work with 
party members and with the masses, raises them as chuche-type communist 
revolutionaries endlessly faithful to the great leader and the party and 
binds them tightly together in the fold of the party. 


The party cell of the compressor repair team at the compounding plant was 
always aware of this fact and turned its utmost attention to intensifying 
working with party members and with the masses. 


The party cell thereby learned an important lesson. 


[t happened after the technical renovation was completed and the numbers 701 
and 202 compressors were to be given a dry rum all night long. The party 
“ell thought that Comrades Yun and Kim who had been in charge of the 
compressor repairs would naturally take care of the compressor dry run on 
their own even though they had not been specifically assigned to do so since 
it was time-consuming but urgent. The compressors were not about to be run, 
however, because they said they received no such orders and thus they went 
on home after working the day shift. 


The party cell secretary and the work team chief went in their stead and 
supervised the compressor dry run through the night. The party cell secretary 
and work team chief were disconcerted. "How could anyone say that they had 
done their job and go home and sleep peacefully while knowing very well that 

if they put themselves out for one night, they would be rendering a signi- 
ficant contribution to fertilizer production the next morning? The party cell 
secretary had no recourse but to evaluate closely his ow failure to concretely 
plan his working with people in detail. 
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"Let's establish a methodology in conformity with the particular nature of the

"It is because the sentry's eyes and ears become the eyes and ears of the 
country. If the sentry sleeps, the country also sleeps." 


This was the magnimous reply of Comrade Yun stemming from the heart of one 
who had actually manned a post in the army. Pondering this, the party cell 
secretary said, “as you know, Comrade Yun, the great leader called this 
compounding plant the heart of fertilizer production. What difference is 
there between us who man this post and sentries of the KPA or pilots guarding 
the heavens? You must always bear this in mind. Thus, you will not consider 
spending the night in this way as a difficult chore."

"Comrade Kim, the 
very day the fertilizer factory burnt a party member in our plant, Comrade 
Chong Saeng-un protected the compressor with his body. How could the farm 
people beat their breasts so at the sight of our fertilizer factory burning 
when one party member gave his ow life in exchange for the compressor!

COST MANAGEMENT A VITAL TOOL IN PRODUCTION

[Text] The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught that correct management 
of economic levers, such as production costs and prices, through firm ad- 
vancement of the political campaign and the thorough guarancee of organized 
guidance, is the principal issue in improving business management. Today, 
the correct management of production costs in business management has be- 
come an urgent task in order to effectively utilize the existing economic 
base, accelerate the economy drive, and effectively carry out this year's 
vast planning and the Second Seven-Year Plan. 


Cost management is an important economic lever to be firmly grasped and prop- 
erly used for improving the management of plants and enterprises. The re- 


epected and beloved leader Kim Il-song taught as follows: "We must not for- 
get that production cost is the basic guideline that determines the quality 
of overall business management of enterprises. We must emphasize to all 
economic workers that they must not evaluate their achievements only by the 
level of progress of production plans, but also by the level of production 
costs and of profitability at the enterprises." ("Issue of Socialist Eco- 
nomic Management,” vol I, p 148) 


in improving business management, the correct management of production costs 
‘e important because this is the basic guideline that determines the over- 


all quality of business management. 


The cost represents all the expenses incurred for production, as expressed 
by the unit of currency. It reflects the overall qualitative aspects of 
management operation at each enterprise: how the elements of production were 
managed and applied, how work efficiency was raised and equipment was uti- 
lized, and how the rate of material consumption was decreased. 


Therefore, the workers’ achievements at the plants and enterprises of each 


people's economic sector will be given an overall rating based on the prog- 
ress of cost management as well as the achievement of production plans. The 
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plante and enterprises can be said to have carried out state planning smoothly 
when they accomplish coset reductions while achieving greater production than 
planned. 


Business management can be improved without interruption only through the 
correct management of coste at all plants and business enterprises of the 
people's economy. Such management could stimulate the workers to work with 
the attitude of a master in control of his work. Therefore, the evaluation 
of work at the enterprises and the plante must be done accurately, through 

a general review of work according to such qualitative guidelines as cost 
management, along with an evaluation of the achievement of production plans. 
The summary evaluation of work must be conducted from the joint considera- 
tion of production and financial summaries; especially, the summary evaluation 
system of production and financial management must be consolidated. It is 
important that living expense payments and prize money awards at the inde- 
pendent accounting enterprises be made on the basis of the recipient's re- 
sponsiveness to the production-cost management program and the economy drive. 
Proper cost management in business is important because it is an economic 
means of developing the production potential and promoting the economy drive. 





Producing more and better products at all plants and enterprises with full 
utilization of existing manpower, equipment and material is an important 
guarantee of a speedy acceleration of the economy. Under the wise leader- 
ship of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, a strong economic base has 
been established in our country and its productive potential is very great. 
The great potential for higher productivity lies in effective utilization and 
maximum economy of the existing economic base. The potential for higher 
productivity and economy will not be developed automatically. The peoples 
high revolutionary spirit, backed up by detailed economic organizational 
work, may contribute to the full development of potential. Internal po- 
tential means the possibility of higher production and economic savings; 

the savings from production and construction mean a reduction in produc- 
tion costs. Cost is an important tool to develop internal potential. Po- 
tential can be better developed and the economy campaign can achieve better 
results when productive output is correctly programmed and controlled through 


proper management of production costs. 


Cost management will set up the clear-cut campaign objectives of developing 
and economizing the potential, defining the limit of expense that must not 
be exceeded, and establishing clear standards for economy. Cost accounting 
and analysis make it possible to exercise overall control over labor, ma- 
terials, and allocation of funds, to analyze the causes of savings and 
waste and to search for the potential for higher production and economy. 


Cost accounting is an important means of preventing abuse or waste of val- 
uable state property. In a transitional society such as the socialist 
society, with the remains of the old social life still existing, strong 
financial control through aggressive ideological education among the work- 
ere and laborers and correct use of economic tools such as cost accounting 
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will ensure proper control of facilities, an aggressive pursuit of the 
economy drive, and an increase in the creative spirit of the workers. The 
important factor for effective use of the existing economic base and ag- 
gressive pureuit of the economy drive is to establish a scientific and super- 
lative coset accounting system based on progressive use of workloads and 
facilities as well as setting the etandard for material consumption. The 
workers at the enterprises must establish a scientific, uniform and orderly 
cost accounting system in order to ensure scientific and realistic account- 
ing; develop daily understanding of the cost accounting process; be prepared 
to keep records of income and expenditure; and correctly adjust profit and 
loss. By these means, the production and economy potential may be posi- 
tively identified and thoroughly developed, and the speedy development of 
production may be ensured. 


Correct cost accounting in business management is essential because it be- 
comes an important means to reduce costs, resulting in increased national 
savinge and an upgrading of the people's living standard. Reducing costs 
contributes to national savings, constant growth of enterprise income, 
which is the source of funds to extend national benefit to the workers, and 
lower commodity prices. Cost reductions will result in increased internal 
savings, provide the people's economy with modern techniques, accelerate 
socialist construction, increase the workers’ real income, and constantly 
upgrade the peoples’ standard of living. 


The socialist society of the production worker acting as the true master 
of business management, where all phases of development are controlled, 

is well prepared with conditions and realistic possibilities for the 
systematic reduction of production costs. The problem is how the cadres 
organize the economic system and establish technical and economic measures 
to reduce costs.

Therefore, the workers must 
firmly advance the poltiical program, help the productive masses realize the 
significance and the method of reducing costs and assist them to participate 
postively in the campaign with high self-consciousness and a masterly 
attitude.
